1. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A computer-implemented mediod for collapsing a 
dialog window of an application, comprisiag: 

displaying a complete dialog widow of a cuirently active application on a display device; 

determining a locadon of a cursor widi respect to the dialog \wndo'w; 

displaying a collapsed version of the dialog window when the cursor moves outside of the 
complete dialog window without depressing a button of the dialog window, wherein the collapsed 
version of die dialog window consumes a smaller area of the display device th^ the complete dialog 
window and wherein the collapsed version of the dialog window is a size of and comprises a tide bar 
of the dialog window; and 

displaying the complete dialog window when tlie cursor moves within tlie tide bar of rh<: 
collapsed version of the diaing window without depressing a button of die dialog window.

3. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 wherein the collapsed version of die diiilog 
window comprises a size that exacdy encompasses a ride of the dialog window and system buttons. 

4. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 wherein the collapsed version of die dialog 
window is displayed in response to the cursor moving outside* of the complete dialog window 
without additional action by a user. 
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5. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1 wherein the collapsed 
version of the dialog window is displayed such diat system buttons, widiin the dialog window, sLce in 
a same position, on a display device, in the collapsed version of the dialog window as when the 
complete dialog window is displayed, wherein die system buttons do not move away from the cursor 
when die dialog window collapses or expands, 

6. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 wherein the complete dialog window is 
displayed when die cursor moves within the collapsed version of the dialog window without 
addidonal action by a user. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 further comprising reverdng focus to another 
window of the cuitcaidy active application without additiotial action by a user when the collapsed 
version of the dialog window is displayed. 

8. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1 wherein the collapsed 
version of the dialog window is displayed when the cursor moves outside of the dialog window for a 
defined minimum time period, wherein the minimum time period is defined in an appHcauon that 
displays the dialog window. 

9. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1 wherein: 

die ability to display a collapsed version of a dialog window is controlled by a selectable 
system icon displayed in a title bar of the dialog window; 
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when the selectable system icon is selected as active, the ability, to disphy a coDapscd version 
of the dialog window through further cursor movement without depressing a button of the dialog 
window, is acdve; and 

when the selectable system icon is not selected and is inactive, the cotnplete dialog window is 
displayed and die ability, to coDflpse die dialog window through further cursor movement without 
depressing a button of the dialog window, is disabled. 

10. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 wherein the dialog window is a tnodeless 
dialog window. 

1 1 . (CURRENLTY AMENDED) An article of manufacture comprising a program 
storage medium readable by a computer and embodying one or more instructions executable by the 
computer to perform a method for collapsing a dialog window of an application executing on the 
computer^ die mediod comprising: 

displaying a complete dialog window of a curtendy active application on a display device; 

determining a location of a cursor with respect to the dialog window; 

displaying a coUapsed version of the dialog window when the cursor moves outside of the 
complete dialog window without depressing a button of the dialog window, wherein die collapsed 
version of the dialog window consumes a smaller area of the display device than the complete dialog 
window and wherein the collapsed version of the dialog window is a size Qf.aii_d_ comprises a tide bar 
of the dialog window; and 

displaying the complete dialog window when die cursor moves widiin the tide bar of xhc 
collapsed version of the dialog window without depressing a button of the dialog window.

15. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The article of manufacture of claim 1 1 wherein the 
collapsed version of the dialog window i$ displayed such that system buttons, within the dialog 
window, are in a same position, on a display device, in the collapsed version of the dialog window as 
when the complete dialog window is displayed, wherein the system buttons do not move away from

16. (ORIGINAL) The ardcle of manufacture of claim 11 wherein the complete dialog 
wiadow is displayed when die cursor moves within the collapsed version of the dialog window 
widiout additional action by a user. 
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1 7. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufacture of claim 11 , the method fuxdier 
comptising reverting focu$ to another window of the curcendy active application widiout additional 
action by a user when die collapsed version of die dialog window is displayed 

1 8. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The article of tnanufacture of claim 1 1 wherein the 
collapsed version of the dialog window is displayed when die cursor moves outside of tlic dialog 
window for a defined minimum time period, wherein the minimum time period is defined in an 
application diat displays the dialog window. 

19. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The article of manufacmre of claim 1 1 wherein: 
the abiliry to display a collapsed version of a dialog window is controlled by a selectable 

system icon displayed in a tide bar of the dialog window; 

when the selectable system icon is selected as active, die abiHty, to display a coUapsed version 
of die dialog window through further cursor movement without depressing a button of the dialog 
windcrw, is active; and 

when die selectable system icon is not selected and is inactive, the complete dialog window is 
displayed and die ability^ to collapse the dialog window through further cursor movement widiout 
depressing a button of the dialog window, is disabled., 

20. (ORIGINAL) The article of manufacture of claim 1 1 wherein the dialog window is 
a modeless dialog window. 
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21 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A system for coUapsiag a dialog window of an 
application in a compucer system comprising: 

(a) a compntet^ 

(b) a display device connected to the computer; and 

(c) a currently active application executing on the computer, die application configured 

to:

window is a size of and comprises a ride bar of the dialog window; and 

(pr) display the complete dialog window when the cur$or moves within the tide 
bar of die collapsed version of the dialog window without depressiQg a button of die dialog 
window*

23. (ORIGINAL) The systeixi of claim 21 wherein the collapsed version of the dialog 
window comprises a size that exacdy encompasses a tide of the dialog window and system buttons. 
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24. (ORIGINAL) The system of Hr*^^ 21 wherein the collapsed version of the dialog 
window is displayed in response to xhc cursor moving outside of the complete dialog window 
without additional action by a user. 

25. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The system of claim 21 wherein the collapsed 
version of the dialog window is displayed such that system buttons, within the dialog window, axe in 
a same position, on a display device, in tiic collapsed version of tlie dialog window as when the 
complete dialog window is displayed, wherein the system buttons do not move away from the cursor 
when the dialog window collapses or expands, 

26. (ORIGINAL) The systetn of claim 21 wherein the complete dialog window is 
displayed when the cursor moves within the collapsed version of the dialog window without 
additional action by a user. 

27. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 21, the apphcatioa further configured to revert 
focus to another window of the currendy active application without additional action by a user when 
the collapsed vei:sion of the dialog window is displayed. 

28. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The system of claim 21 wherein the collapsed 
vetsion of the dialog window is displayed when die cursor moves outside of the dialog window for a 
defined minimimi time penod^ wherein die minimuiTi tixne period is defined in an application diat 
displays the dialog window. 
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29. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The system of claim 21 wherein: 

the ability to display a colkpsed version of a dialog window is controlled by a selectable 
system icon displayed in a tide bat of the dialog window; 

when the selectable system icon is selected as acdve, die ability, to display a collapsed version 
of die dialog window dirough further cursor movement withour depressing a burron of the dialog 
window, is active; and 

when the selectable system icon is not selected and is inactive, the complete dialog window is 
displayed and the ability, to collapse the dialog window dirough further cursor movement widiouc 
depressing a burton of the dialog window, is di$abled. 

30. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 21 wherein the dialog window is a modeless 
dialog window. 
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
